CORSAIR 


Corsair, Maine Maritime Museum’s newest 
exhibition (January 19 - October 20) 
celebrates the largest private yacht 
ever built in the United States. 
Designed by Henry J. Gielow, the great 
clipper-bowed Corsair was built for financier 
J.P. Morgan, Jr. at Bath Iron Works during 
1929-30 for a contract price of $1,455,190. 
The yacht set a standard for luxury during 
the ten years it served the Morgan family as 
the flagship of the New York Yacht Club. 


Maine Maritime Museum’s large collection 
of Corsair artifacts and documents will be 
displayed together for the first time. 
Seldom-seen photographs, paintings and 
plan-drawings will be exhibited, as well as 
the original bronze builder’s plate; dishes 
from Corsair’s galley; and a pair of large 
_ half-models, one of which was owned by 
Morgan’s grandson, artist Stephen Etnier. 


The centerpiece will be our large display 
model of the yacht made by the model shop 
of the engineering firm of Gibbs & Cox

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Major Japan Exhibition 


A fascinating but little-known part of Maine 
maritime history comes to light in April in a 
groundbreaking exhibition about Meiji 
Japan and the case-oil trade. 


Friendship in Japan, opening April 19, will be 
unlike any exhibition ever mounted at the 
Museum. It will include a travelogue of the 
then-exotic island nation as seen through the 
eyes of Captain Melville B. Cook, a cultured, 
literary shipmaster from Friendship, Maine 
who twice visited the country during the 
1880s as master of the Bath-built bark St. 
James. 


Cook wrote 
extensively about 
his seafaring and 
traveled in foreign 
lands as far as his | 
duties as 
shipmaster would 
allow. When he 
returned from 
Japan he authored 
one of the early 
travel accounts of 
the country, Japan: Joyce Blauvelt 

A Sailor’s Visit to the Island Empire, published 
in New York in 1891. Quotations from the 
book will describe an exhibit of hand- 
colored Japanese woodblock prints and 
photographs to be loaned from a private 
collection, which show Japan as Cook and 
other early foreign “tourists” saw it.

The exhibition will include a sketch of 
Cook’s life and important artifacts related to 
his command, the bark St. James, which was 

built on the site of the south parking lot of 
Maine Maritime Museum. The exhibition 
will also consider, for the first time, the 
“case-oil” trade. Between 1870 and 1915 - 


during the Meiji Restoration which 
centralized government at Tokyo -

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Snow Squall is Anchored 


After a year of negotiation and planning 
Maine Maritime Museum has acquired the 
artifactual remains of the last American 
clipper ship. 


The extreme forward bow section, starboard 
waterways and foremast step of the South 
Portland-built clipper Snow Squall were 
delivered to the museum in December from 
the Spring Point Museum in South Portland, 
which has overseen the care and 
conservation of the vessel for nearly a 
decade. 


Spring Point's decision to transfer the ship 
to another museum paved the way for its 
acquisition by MMM; a generous grant 
provided funds for construction of an 
extension to the Gibbons Garage at the 
south end of the property. The ship artifacts 
have been installed there and the public will 
be able to view the Snow Squall beginning in 
the early part of 1996. 


The bow section of the ship was recovered 
from alongside a pier at Port Stanley, 
Falkland Islands by an _ underwater 
archaeology team led by Museum Member 
Nick Dean and Dr. Fred Yalouris. The 
recovered portions of the vessel provide 
unique insights into methods _ of 
shipbuilding at mid-19th century. While at 
Spring Point, the bow and other sections

Peter Allington of the National Maritime 
Museum (Great Britain) will speak about 
shiphandling and the use of sail aboard the 
early Transatlantic steamers.

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Library Receives Melville 
First Editions 


John H. Ross, a long-time member and 
friend of the Museum from Massachusetts, 
has made a blockbuster of a 1995 year-end 
gift which will benefit the Museum’s library 
and its users. He has given six books by 
Herman Melville, five of them first editions. 
These represent a kind of maritime 
literature which is unusual in the library. 
With this generous donation as inspiration, 
perhaps the rare books collection (as 
opposed to the ordinary reference 
collection) will grow to attract researchers 
on it own merits. 


The Melville books given by Mr. Ross 
include: Typee (1846), Mardi (1849), Redburn 
(1849), Redburn (1850), Moby-Dick (1851), and 
Piazza Tales (1856). 


All of these books are significant maritime 
works with information on ways of life 
experienced by Maine people. They also 
represent a type of literature important to 
Mainers, as it is important to all Americans. 


Melville himself had an aunt who lived in 
the Bath area, and it is believed he came 
here to claim an inheritance from her. A 
number of Melville descendants currently 
live in the Bath area.

Boatkeepers Considered 


The Museum maintains an in-water fleet of 
about 12 boats including our pinky schooner 
Maine, and our historic Friendship sloop 
Chance. Other boats include various historic 
and reproduction small craft as well as our 
work boats. 


Each of these boats needs tender loving care 
to one degree or another over the course of a 
summer season as well as before and after. 


In order to ensure that we adequately 
maintain these vessels, we are considering 
initiating a new form of active volunteers, 
called Boatkeepers. Boatkeepers, either 
individually or in teams, will “adopt a boat” 
and carry out a proscribed maintenance 
routine which ensures that each boat is well 
cared-for and that each looks at all times like 
a boat we can be proud of as_ being 
associated with and representative of the 
Museum. 


Some of the boats never leave the close 
proximity of the Museum on the Kennebec. 
Others may travel up or down the coast 
representing the Museum at various public 
events. It may be that some Boatkeepers 
help move the boats to off-site locations or 
at least help interpret them once in position. 


This is a chance to both help out with an 
important program by keeping Museum 
boats squared away and also to get out on 
the water and have some fun.

engineering drawings and photographs, and 
this invaluable documentation will reside 
permanently in the archives of the Museum 
library. 


Several large sections and many small 
fragments were conserved while at Spring 
Point Museum by Molly O. Carlson, a 
leading conservator of waterlogged wood. 
In November 1995 the bow was trucked to 
the Hammond Lumber Company kiln in

Old Town, Maine where it was slowly dried 
to reduce its moisture content and weight. 
Carlson believes it to be the largest artifact 
of waterlogged wood ever dried in this 
manner. 


The Snow Squall was one of four true 
clippers built by Cornelius Butler at Cape 
Elizabeth--now South Portland. Launched 
in 1851, the ship transported cargoes around 
Cape Horn until 1864 when it put into Port 
Stanley in distress after going aground in 
the Strait of Le Maire. The cost of repair 
being too great, the ship was condemned, 
stripped of its valuable gear and demoted to 
the status of a storage hulk. In later years a 
pier was constructed over the midships 
section, which prevented the divers from 
recovering the entire length of the hull.

American oil companies chartered sailing 
ships to transport kerosene to treaty ports in 
Asia. This kerosene was packed in tins of 
five gallons each, two to a “case,” and was 
sold principally for domestic lighting. 


The shipment of “case-oil” reached its peak 
at the turn of the 20th century when The 
Standard Oil Company of New York 
chartered all five of the big steel 
“shipentines” of the Arthur Sewall Co. of 
Bath. Each of these four-mast vessels 
carried more than 100,000 cases. During 
1900-2 Sewall also built three “sister-ships,” 
the Astral, Acme and Atlas on the specific 
order of Standard Oil (New York). 


Friendship in Japan will remain on view 
through November 3.
